residents take the filming matter-of-factly.” She assures, 
“Many people who have felt the brunt of the 
inconveniences...recognize the benefits the city receives 
from the filming.” She concludes, “Many feel that these 
benefits balance, if not outweigh, the negatives.” 

Who, please, are the unidentified “Many,” and the 
compliant “Most”? The story neglects to say. 

My own shell-shocked neighborhood qualifies as one 
of those neighborhoods forced to bear “the brunt of the 
inconveniences” imposed by the filming. Should 7/ie Si¬ 
erra Madre News ever choose to send a reporter out to 
our neck of the woods, I can assure you that very few of 
the elusive “many” or “most” species are to be found 
around here. According to my own unofficial poll taken 
over the weekend, residents voted against filming by the 
overwhelming ratio of 23 to six. 

May I add something? Those people calling some of 
us soreheads for opposing Sierra Madre fulfilling its 
destiny of becoming a back lot for the cinema and ad¬ 
vertising industries might learn something by experienc¬ 
ing the pleasures of filmmaking in their own neighbor¬ 
hoods. The novelty bums off quickly. It’s an experience 
not unlike the presence of an occupying army, beginning 
with the mass arrival of automobiles, oversized trans¬ 
port tmcks, much equipment like obliterating generators 
and blazing lights, and waves of constantly milling, of¬ 
ten loitering, personnel. And (to continue the compari¬ 
son), the invaders establish, or attempt to establish, their 
very own codes of conduct. This includes commandeer¬ 
ing parking places for themselves, establishing time 
zones when residents may or may not mow their lawns, 
have their trash collected, permit their gardeners to work, 
even drive up and down their own streets. (The manner 
in which the filmmakers get permission to enter a neigh¬ 
borhood at all, and how they are able to enforce their 
arbitrary rules, are the most cynical and sad parts of the 
entire “occupation,” but let that go for now.) 

Writer Wood praises “the benefits the city receives 
from the filmings.” “Benefits,” of course, is a euphe¬ 
mism for bucks—the income the community derives 
from licensing fees. In other words, the trashing of the 
peace and quiet of a neighborhood, the rupturing of the 
quality of living that makes existence in Sierra Madre 
unique—it cannot be found in any other city within the 
San Gabriel Valley, other than a walled one—trashing 
all that is justified so long as whatever is doing the trash¬ 
ing pays enough. 

It isn’t true. Money isn’t everything. And there does 
exist a growing (I hope) body of us—idealists we may 
be—pledged to fight for what little remains of the city’s 
old-fashioned tranquility. If you live in Sierra Madre, 
what’s more worth fighting for?

Cactus, Succulents, 
Garden Club Topic

How do you handle a cactus? The same way you 
handle a porcupine—very carefully. However, in spite 
of some plants being a “prickly” problem, cacti and suc¬ 
culents are among the most fascinating plants to have in 
your garden. 

They will be the subject of a slide lecture by Dr. David 
Tufenkian at Sierra Madre Garden Club’s dinner meet¬ 
ing, Mon., Mar. 13, 6:30 p.m. to be held at Memorial 
Park’s Senior Center. As always, the public is invited to 
attend. Mary Don will cater the dinner, which is $6.50.

Dr. Tufenkian is Director of Emergency at St. Luke 
Hospital but cacti and succulents are his great avocation. 
He is past president of the San Gabriel Valley Cactus and 
Succulent Society, edits their newsletter and is often 
asked to judge their plant stjows. He also serves on the 
Board of Directors of the National Society. 

There are so many varieties of these interesting plants, 
says Dr. Tufenkian, and he will emphasize some of the 
different groups. His wife, for example, has about 2,000 
plants in her collection. 

Most are native to North and South America, are easy 
to grow and ideal for Southern California gardens. When 
in flower they are quite showy. 


Pantoriiim : Environmentally Correct for '90s

Being environmentally correct is the way to go in the 
’90s, but Pantorium Cleaners was already there before 
the movement hit trendsetting California. Thanks to 
foresight and cutting edge technology, the oldest fam¬ 
ily-owned business on Sierra Madre Blvd. is leading the 
way in these cost-conscious times in caring for custom¬ 
ers and the environment. 

Michael Delgatto’s great-grandfather founded 
Pantorium Cleaners in Wisconsin in 1919. Mike cur¬ 
rently manages the Pantorium plant on the comer of 
Lima and Sierra Madre Blvd. (in addition to his demand¬ 
ing duties as family man, daytime captain of the fire 
department, and president of the Sierra Madre Chamber 
of Commerce). As he explains it, “Legend has it that dry 
cleaning has been around since the Knights of the Round 
Table. Someone spilled kerosene and, purely by acci¬ 
dent, it was discovered that petroleum derivatives cut 
grease.” Since that time, he says, ‘The Europeans have 
been paying attention to man’s impact on the environ¬ 
ment. 

“Environmental stress on clothing and fibers is much ■' 
worse there, because of pollution,” he continues. That 
led to the invention of an intimidating-looking dry clean¬ 
ing machine that cleans materials more thoroughly with¬ 
out creating any pollution. It is made by Bowe Passat, a 
German company, and the huge model P564—“The 
Fifth Generation”—sits proudly in Pantorium’s Sidrra 
Madre shop. 

Bowe-Passat’s own literature on this “state of the art 
machine” states that the P564 is “hermetically sealed 
during the entire processing sequence. [It] prevents 
emission problems and vapors in the unit 
shop...Environmental legislation is reliably met.” 

According to Mike, California was one of the first 
states to require dry cleaners to be licensed. That licens¬ 
ing process went in place in the 194()s, but about 10 years 
ago, then-Govemor Deukmejian revoked it. Neverthe¬ 
less, Pantorium continued to use the latest environmen¬ 
tal technology in its work. Now, the AQMD is reinstat¬ 
ing licensing. Mike says, “We have to deal with the 
AQMD, the EPA, CARB (California Air Resources 
Board). This machine is totally environmentally safe, 
both for employees and nearby areas—and it doesn’t 
create waste. It allowed me to create a program for clean¬ 
ing” that met the standards of various environmental 
regulations while still maintaining Pantorium’s strict 
quality controls. 

Mike’s father, Joe, also works at the shop. Joe proudly 
points out that when the California Fabric Board came 
to inspect Pantorium 10 years ago, they were so im¬ 
pressed that they made a videotape, which they later used 
to train dry cleaners throughout the state. In the video, 
Mike talked about environmental concerns and emer¬ 



gency situations. 

Mike notes that Pantorium is the only dry cleaning 
establishment in the San Gabriel Valley that is a certi¬ 
fied environmental dry cleaner (CED) 

What does the Bowe-Passat machine do to help in this 
process? Basically this: clothes go in dry, they come out 
dry. The machine can clean up to 45.pounds at once, and 
the cleaning is state of the art, micro processed, and com- 
puter-controlled. “When 
something happens,” says 
Mike, “the machine tells 
you what, and how to fix 
it" Computers are now 
indispensable to the dry 
cleaning business. 

After cleaning, clothes 
are hung to be pressed or 
finished. That’s when the 
Pantorium quality control 
takes over. “One of the 
things we do differently,” 

Mike explains, “is that all 
our clothes are finished by 
hand, not by machine. We 
visually inspect and hand 
finish each item.” He men¬ 
tions the new micro-fibers 
being manufactured that 
can be as small as one one- 
hundredth the diameter of 
a human hair. Pantorium 
employees personally in¬ 
spect materials because 
manufacturers don’t al¬ 
ways specify if the fibers 
are manmade, and 
manmade materials re¬ 
quire an adjustment in fin¬ 
ishing temperature. 

Mike says that, when 
inspecting cleaned gar¬ 
ments, employees ask 
themselves, “Would they 
take this garment home to 
wear? Did the customer 
get his money’s worth?” 

They check the seams and 
for spots. “Spotting in it¬ 
self is an art,” Mike as¬ 
serts. “It takes into account 
simple chemi.stry, how fi¬ 
bers are made, etc.”

Sierra Madre's Van lersel: Most Decorated War Hero

An article in the Mar. 2 issue of The Sierra Madre 
News reported the Senior Club’s fifteenth anniversary 
celebration of the Senior Center dedication. Honored 
guests were members of the 1980 city council: Joe 
Delgatto, there with his wife, Mary, and Gary Adams, 
who is serving again on the present city council, and who 
attended with his wife, Joyce. 

The article mentioned that Delgatto offered to have 
the club’s American flag cleaned, a flag that had been 
presented to the club in the 1970s by local war hero Louis 
Van lersel. Also discussed was a beautiful flagstaff with 
a unique spade top, which had been restored and donated 
by Bill Newbery as a memorial to his parents. All of this 
is wonderful small town happenings, but the really amaz¬ 
ing story to be told is about Van lersel, himself. 

In 1976, when the United States celebrated its Bicen¬ 
tennial, Van lersel was honored as Grand Marshall of 
Sierra Madre’s July 4 Parade. This modest man, who 
stood about five feet four inches tall, was the most highly 
decorated surviving veteran of World War I, and a true 
hero. He was the recipient of many honors, including the 
nation’s highest, the Congressional Medal of Honor, and 
was often invited to Washington, D.C. for special occa¬ 
sions such as the inauguration of John F. Kennedy. 

He was a Sierra Madre resident from 1945 almost 
until his death on June 9, 1987 at age 93. Always very 
modest, he was loved in this community, was a dedicated 
family man, and affectionately called “Louie” by every¬ 
one. 

Ludovicious Maria Mathys Van lersel was bom in 

Dussen in 1-- 

a bakery and general store. When he was 13, he was 
hired to work on a Rhine River barge and later became 
a seaman. In 1915, he saved the 27-member crew of a 
British schooner that was torpedoed in the English Chan¬ 
nel. He rigged a boatswain’s chair and lifted the sailors 
to safety. For this he received a citation from King 
George. 

When a ship he was on arrived in New York Harbor, 
he went down the side of the ship on a rope and escaped 
into the United States. In 1917, he was sworn in the U.S. 


All told, he received about 14 medals and the Purple 
Heart. He had been wounded three times and “gassed” 
twice. His citations were from England and France, as 
well as the United States. 

After the war he married his Holland sweetheart, 
Hendrika. They came to Sierra Madre in 1945 and lived 
at 134 E. Montecito. He was employed as a surveyor for 
the City of Los Angeles. 

In 1942, during WWII, he tried to enlist in the Army 
and, at age 48, was turned down as being too old. He then 
talked his way into the Marine Corps, became a sergeant, 
served in the South Pacific and was discharged in 1945. 
At the same time, his three sons had also been doing war 
service, Louis Jr. in the

Rabbits can also develop a type of mange caused by 
the fur mite.

Wistaria (sometimes spelled “wisteria”) was named 
in 1818 for Henry Wistar of the University of Pennsyl¬ 
vania to honor his contributions to science; hence, the 
spelling “wistaria.” 

The famed Sierra Madre wistaria vine was planted by 
William and Alice Brugman. According to a letter from 
their daughter, Emily Brugman Childs, it was purchased 
from the Wilson Nursery in Monrovia in a gallon can 
for seventy-five cents in 1894. 

H.T. Fennel bought the house in 1913 and built extra 
arbors to support the vine so it could cover the house. It

The first public wistaria festival was held in 1918, 
with 12,000 attending. A six-week fete in the 1930s at¬ 
tracted more than 100,0(X) people. Extra Red Cars were 
put on the Pacific Electric route to handle the crowds. 

In the 1940s (at a cost of somewhere between $30,000 
and $100,000) and ’60s, the vine required horticultural 
“restoration”—dry ice packs, three-foot hypodermic 
needles with Vitamin B, hormone shots, etc. 

The vine was named many years ago as one of the 
“Seven Horticultural Wonders of the World,” along with 
California’s redwood forest in Sequoia National Park, 
Brazil’s tropical jungle in the Amazon Valley, Mexico’s 
Xochimilco floating gardens, India’s gardens of the Taj 
Majal, Japan’s Yokahama rock gardens, and England’s 
gardens of Buckingham Palace. The vine’s nicknames 
have included Glorified Bean, Jack’s Beanstalk, Queen 
of the San Gabriels, Lavender Lady, Sierra Madre’s 
Treasure, and (for its tenacity) The Monster. 

It is estimated that the vine supports 1.5 million lav¬ 
ender blossoms (40 blossoms per square foot), weighs 
250 tons, stretches over one acre, has 500-foot branches, 
and grows at a rate of 26 inches in 48 hours, or 24 inches 
in 24 hours. The vine is of the Chinese lavender variety 
and is a member of the pea family, even though its seeds 
(shiny, flat and black) resemble beans. Wistaria seed is 
said to have been brought to Europe by Marco Polo in 
the thirteenth century as prized treasures from the Ori-

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SCHS And Glendora Community Hospital 
Sign Purchase Agreement 


The partners of GlenComm Ltd. who own Glendora 
Community Hospital agreed on Tuesday, Feb. 28 to sell 
the hospital assets to Southern California Healthcare 
Systems, which is the parent corporation of Huntington 
Memorial Hospital in Pasadena, Methodist Hospital in 
Arcadia, and several medical subsidiary corporations. 
The .sale is to be completed in Apr. 1995. Terms of the 
sale were not disclosed. 

Glendora Community Hospital is a 142 bed acute 
hospital located just north of the 210 freeway on Alosta 
Ave. in Glendora and will complement the existing hos¬ 
pitals and subsidiary locations along the 210 corridor. 
The for-profit entity will convert to a nonprofit hospital 
status as part of SCHS and will open as Huntington East 
Valley Hospital after the transaction is completed. 

Under SCHS each affiliate hospital maintains a sepa¬ 
rate Board. Medical Staff and Foundation or Trust. Sys¬ 
tem advantages include reduced operating costs through 
efficiencies and use of corporate staff, systemwide clini¬

Campership Program 
Perseveres 48 Years

Exhibiting much tenacity, as well as care and concern 
for youth, the Arcadia Coordinating Council’s 
Campership Program is now entering its forty-eighth 
year of assisting underprivileged youth in attending 
camp. 

“People consider Arcadia a rich area,” says 
Campership Co-Chairman Jim Parker, “but there are 
actually a number of people (in the area) that are not that 
well off.” Parker, whose late wife, Phyllis, was one of 
the program’s founders, appreciates all of the support 
given to the program from various clubs and organiza¬ 
tions in Arcadia. Throughout the years, Santa Anita 
Racetrack, Kiwanis, and Rotary (to name just a few) 
have offered their support to the campership program. 

Currently, they are assisting over 200 youths in the 
Arcadia area. The children must be deemed needy and 
,must attend Arcadia schools, even if they live in outly¬ 
ing areas. They usually work from referrals from 
schools, neighbors, teachers and counselors. 

Genevieve Valiquette, Campership Chairman, has a 
compelling story of her own. At one time, she was a 
child from a low-income family, and went to camp as a 
result of this program when she was in fourth grade. 
Because her parents spoke no English (Genevieve is 
bilingual), she interpreted Phyllis' questions to her par¬ 
ents when they applied for camp. “I was 10,” recalls 
Genevieve. 

That year, she went to camp and immediately upon 
her return, she was asked to assist Phyllis further with 
interpretation. Jim Parker remembers his wife being 
very impressed with the young Genevieve, and “felt that 
the girl had what it took to help out with the program.” 

She worked with Phyllis every year from then on, and 
became Chairman in 1992. “I’m doing the job the same 
way, and using the same techniques as (Phyllis) did,” 
says Genevieve. Recalling the sadness she felt upon 
Phyllis’ death, she added. “But it was an empty feeling 
at first, knowing that I would be doing it all on my own.” 

In addition to her work with the campership program, 
Genevieve is now employed by the Arcadia School Dis¬ 
trict as an Interpreter, as well as with visually impaired 
children. 

The camps that the children are sent to, once they 
qualify, are basically one oflhree differenrlcinds: Resi¬ 
dent camps are one week long, and are generally for 
older children—the average cost is $250. Day camps 
consist of a daylong trip—$65 is the average cost. And 
finally, an Excursion trip is approximately a half day in 
length with lunch—at about $25. All camps are under 
the auspices of groups like the YMCA, and begin after 
school is out for the summer. 

“We’re proud of this program and really feel we’re 
accomplishing something,” says Parker, who added that 
it costs the program approximately $27,0(X) for over 270 
youngsters each year. 

Do they raise enough money every year? “Just 
barely,” he .says. But due to generous groups and indi¬ 
viduals, the camping program lives on. Just recently, 
Mary E. Hansen donated $500 to them. 

Jim Parker, retired from Southern California Edison 
as Manager of Community Relations, is pleased to be a 
j continuing part of the program.

Arcadia election concerns 

Dear Editor: 

Residents of the foothill communities encompassed 
by the 59th Assembly District already have cause for 
concern regarding the April 11 special election called to 
fill the seat vacated by Richard Mountjoy. As a result 
of a widespread lack of awareness, the election is likely 
to result in low voter turnout. Additionally, the field of 
candidates has already grown to eleven at last count— 
most of whom unfortunately possess relatively lacklus¬ 
ter credentials. As a result, it’s possible that no candi¬ 
date will obtain a majority of votes, forcing a runoff 
election and further delaying the process of filling our 
vacant Assembly seat, as well as the removal of the con¬ 
troversial speaker, Willie Brown. 

But perhaps the greatest cause for concern lies within 
the candidacy of Bob Margett following the unfounded 
and thinly veiled character attack directed by Mr. 
Margett against fellow Arcadia councilmember and 
Mayor Pro Tempore Dr. Sheng Chang. In response to 
concerns with election fraud, raised at a candidate fo¬ 
rum at the Industry Hills Sheraton on Friday, Feb. 17, 
Mr. Margett commented to the effect that the issue had 
recently arisen in Arcadia and. as a result, one of his 
fellow councilmembers should not be sitting on the 
Arcadia city council. This assault was in obvious refer¬ 
ence to accusations leveled against Dr. Chang—^accu¬ 
sations of which Dr. Chang has been cleared by the ju¬ 
dicial process. 

Such comments are an example of why so many of 
us are disenchanted with the political process. But more 
importantly, they illustrate why there is cause for con¬ 
cern on April 11. As a resident of both the 59th District 
and the City of Arcadia, 1 find Mr. Margett's comments 
disturbing. I am hopeful that we will choose a candidate 
who will represent all of the 59th District's residents, and 
who will do so with integrity. Therefore, I urge the resi¬ 
dents of the 59th District to take great care in selecting 
a candidate with the qualifications and sensitivity to best 
represent us all.
